HAZARDOUSMATERIALSEVALUATION

Purpose

This section presents the results of a hazardoueri@aevaluation conducted along the above
referenced project. The main purpose of this ingason is to identify properties within the profe
study area that are or may be contaminated andfthrerresult in increased project costs and future
liability if acquired by the Department. Hazardouaterial impacts may include, but are not limited
to, active and abandoned underground storage dBH) sites, hazardous waste sites, regulated
landfills and unregulated dumpsites.

T echnigues/M ethodologies

The Geographical Information System (GIS) was clieduto identify known sites of concern in

relation to the project corridor. Geotechnical HEmgring Unit personnel and its consultants
conducted two field reviews along the project @woriin 2002 and 2009. This 2011 evaluation
screened these properties using the current Roagilaag. A search of appropriate environmental
agencies' databases was also performed to assiglunating sites identified during this study.

Findings

UST Facilities

Fourteen (14) site petroleum UST sites were idiectivithin the project limits.
Hazardous Waste Sites

No Hazardous Waste Sites were identified withinghgect limits.

Landfills

No apparent landfills were identified within theopact limits.

Other GeoEnvironmental Concerns

One (1) other geoenvironmental concern, a forméoraative repair facility, was identified within
the project limits.
